CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 

Tue farm residence of Wm. Huggins, 
eight miles south of Grand Forks, N. 
D., was burned, on the 23d,with its con- 
tents.

! THE FLAMES FEASTED. 


The Burning of David Nicholson’s Grocery 
; House in St. Louls Together with the 

Finest Stock of Wet and Dry Groceries 

in the City—Several Small Establish. 

ments Adjoining and Abutting Crushed 
by Falling Walls and Partialiy Consumed 

—The Loss Fully a Quarter of a Million, 

but Well Insured. 

Sr. Lovis, June 30.—Maddened by 
‘right, screaming, cursing.and groan- 
| «ng, the guests at the Ivy house, at No. 

11 North sixth street, rushed from their 

rooms and climbed down the fire escape 
, in their night clothes at 4 o’clock this 
morning. 

Smoke was pouring from the win- 
dows of Nicholson's’ grocery “House, 
next door. 





clede hotel across the street, and the 
guests of that hostelry were leaving 
their rooms in terror and, displaying 
more fear than modesty, were rushing 
| about the halls in scant attire seeking a 
place of safety. 

Flames darted out of every window 
in Nicolson’s establishment, and for a 
time it looked as if everything in sight 
would be consumed. 

The fire was discovered in the third 
story of Nicholson's place a few minutes 
before 4 o’clock, and when the firemen 
arrived at the scene the flames had shot 
down the well hole in the center of the 
building and were curling around the 
stock on the second and first floors. 
The blaze spread with amazing rapidity 
and the huge streams of water thrown 
into the building seemed to have no 
effect. 

Part of the contents of the building 
was of a combustible nature, and made 
such good food for the flames that it was 
not long before they had attacked and 
weakened the walls themselves. 

About 4:15 the north wall began to 
totter, and suddenly the west end of it 
fell, crashing into C. Boekelbrinck’s 
cigar-store and Ticknor’s tailor shop, at 
15 and 17 North Sixth. These were one- 
story buildings, and were completely 
demolished by the heavy mass of brick 
which crushed their roofs as if they had 
been made of paper. The blazing 
embers started a blaze in these places 
also, and the flames slowly crept 
around the corner to the little stores on 
Chestnut street. 

By this time the Nicholson building 
was nothing more than a blazing shell. 
Back at the corner of the alley towered 
a huge chimney which seemed to have 
been completely separated from the 
rest of the block by the flames... Vire- 
men, policemen. and spectators were 
rushing to and fro in its very shadow. 
Suddenly there came a cry of warming, 
and the people rushed frantically across 
the stréct. The big chimnéy began to 
lean over and slowly and majestically 
it fell to the ground) ervishing the office 
of the Heinrich Coal Co. at 610 Chest- 
nut. Bricks and debris flew into the 
street, and had not the people there re- 
ceived warning a number would doubt- 
less have lost their lives. 

The fall of the chimney caused the 
flames to spread along Chestnut and F. 
Oelker's shoe store and H. lL. Ermatin- 
ger’s hat store and L. Eckerle’s tailor- 
shop were in ruins. 

Just at this time some one declared 
that two men had been asleep in Bock- 
elbrinck’s cigar store when the fire 
broke out and that they had been 
crushed under the wall when it fell. 
The firemen forced their way through 
the blinding smoke and were groping 
around amid the debris, when Bockel- 
brinck’s clerk called them back saying 
he was the only person who slept in the 
building and that he had been aroused 
and made his escape at the first alarm. 

The heaviest loser in the fire was 
Divid Nicholson, whose stock of fancy 
groceries, both imported and domestic, 
dry and wet, valued at $240,000, was 
over two-thirds destroyed. The in- 
surance is $172,000. The building, 
owned by the Nicholson estate, was 
damaged to the extent of $18,000. The 
other losers were Charles Humes & Co., 


hardware, stock damaged by water, 
$6,000; C. Bockelbrinck, cigar dealer, 
$8,000; I. Oelker, boots and _ shoes, 


$1,000; H. L. Ermatinger, hatter, $1,000; 
L. Eckerle, tailor, $500; S. Ticknor, 
tailor, $800; Heinrich Coal Co., $400. All 
the losses were partially covered by in- 
surance. The Ivy house, in which the 
panic occurred, was scarcely damaged 
at all. The cause of the fire is not 
known.

Elaborate toilettes of crepe have 
yokes of satin of the same or a con- 
trasting color under heavy ufprre 
lace. The skirt is round or slightly 
draped, and the bodice edges are finish- 
ed with jeweled or gilt galoon. 

For a black dress, edge thes skirt all 
around with a lace ruftle having a nar- 
row edge sewed on to make a standing 
frill. Have high sleeves and a round 
basque cut in deep tabs and edged with 
lace. The bodice is full from the shoul- 
ders and has a belt of ribbon witha 
bow in front to match the wrist and 
shoulder knots. :

A PRETTY FLOWER-BASKET. 


An Odd and Ornamental Object for the 
House. ” 

A home-made, but not on that ac- 
count clumsy jardiniere is made by 
using a coarse cheap straw hat, and 
wiring it on the ‘edge of the brim, so 
that its bends can be controlled.” The 
crown is pushed in a little to make it 
stand evenly in its reversed position, 
and the wired edges are bent first into 
a square, then rounded into receptacles 
for four little tumblers. By ingenious 
stitching around and across with carpet 
thread, the bends can be held firmly, 
and the tumblers secured in position. 
A bowl of the proper size—probably a 
cheap finger-bowl will be best for the 
purpose—is then planted in the crown. 
A supply of moss is crowded around 
and into the open spaces. If dry moss 
is used it can be stained green with 
family dye. Long handles made. of 
clothes-line can be sewed to the sides, 
and crossed over the top, and fastened 
with a bow of wide satin ribbon. This 
receptacle can be used for cut flowers 
in water, or the glasses and bowl can 
be filled with earth, and hardy green 
things planted in them. It is a good 
idea when flowers are not abundant to 
have tradescantia—the tough little 
plant known as Wandering-Jew—grow- 
ing in the bowl in earth, and small 
sprays of the same in water in the 
tumblers; it will keep all the season in 
the glasses by renewing the water once 
a week, and upon great occasions a few 
flowers can share the tumblers with the 
living green. By this plan the smallest 
bouquet is raade to cover a good deal of 
ground. 

An appropriate support for this jar- 
diniere is a circular tin tray projecting 
a few inches beyond it, the edge being 
filled with moss. Something of the 
kind may be necessary if growing 
plants are used, as dampness would 
strike through the straw of the hat. 
Trays of tin or some other white metal 
that are highly polished and stamped 
with flowers are sold for ten cents each 
at many hardware stores. They are 
hardly elegant enough to put in an ap- 
pearance among table appointments, 
but concealed by the moss, they serve a 
very good purpose. —Harper’s Bazar.

That these meetingsare doing good 
to the colured race of this city and 
the country at large can readily be 
seen by the attention with which the 
proceedings of the convention are 
listened to by the audience. 

Among the visiting delegates are 
some of the brightest lights of the 
colored race, notably being Dr. 
Hammond, of Ohio, who is a celebra- 
ted speaker, and Dr. Revels- The 
latter was for six years a United 
StatesSenator from the State of 
Mississippi. He isa man of about 
80 years of age, with fine features 
sl mei white hair, and is respec~ 
ted as the oldest and one of the ablest 
delegates in the convention. 





The negro race is a highly pro- 
gressive one. It has shown itselr to 
be endowed with an energy and 
characteristic traits that fit it for 
great deeds in the onward march of 
the world's civilization. This state- 
ment is forcibly emphasized in the 
deliberations of the presiding elders 
of the Southern conierences of the 
Methodist Episcopal church who 
have just closed their session in the 
Wiley Memorial church in this city. 
For a long time this race of people 
was loaded with peculiar contempt 
and referred to with expressions of 
sarcastic utterance by those who pro- 
fessed to see nothing in them more 
than the mere brute and fit only for 
the most degrading manual labor. 
But after twenty five years of free- 
dom they heve exhibited a progress 
in civilization and the arts never 
seen inauy other people and are 
challenging the admirativn even of 
those who formerly regarded them 
only as beasts of burden ona_ level 
with the ox and the ass. No ove 
who witnessed any of the proceedings 
of the bedy above referred to pia 
but be greatly impressed with the 
acumen and knowledge. the sound 
common sense and the practical wis- 
dom manifested by‘these representas 
tive of this race as they satin couns 
sel together upon the issues pertain- 
ing to the better advancement of 
their kith and kin. The proceed. 
ings would have done credit to any 
body ef men of whatever nationality 
or color and we are glad to take this 
opportunity in emphasizing the re 
markable development of this erst, 
while degraded and enslaved peuple.

THE M'KINLEY LAW,’ | 


Republican Tariff Legislation Has Proved 
to Be of Great Benefit. 
}--Naturally people are,more apt to be- 
lieve that whieh. they can see and un- 


‘the McKinley bill asa judicious and 
wise law; one that will bring additional 
wealth and prosperity to the United 
States, that will aid the laboring man, 
and protect the interests of all. Not 
withstanding the stories of the ruin 
that would. come with the passage of 
the bill, and notwithstanding the loads 
of calumny heaped upon it by the lying 
democratic, press, the. bill, after.a short 
trial of but a few months, has proudly 
and grandly sustained itself and the 
party which enacted it into law, in the 
minds of those citizens who stand for 
the prosperity and development of the 
country.

Instead 
of reducing home production § the 
bounty offered for sugar will have the 
effect of encouraging the sugar raisers. 
‘The tin plate manufacturers estimate 
the American mills now in operation 
and in process of construction will 
turn out over 60,000 tons of tin plate 
per year, while before the passage of 
this bill there was very little, if any, 
plate mapufactured in this country. 
The production of wire nails in this 
country has advanced over 2,000,000 
kegs per year, and the price has been 
lowered from $8,32 to $2.85 per keg by 
the protect ve tariff. 

The democratic papers and speakers 
howled themselves hoarse about the 
ruin that would come to the nation, the 
starvation wages that workmen would 
be forced to take, the high-priced 
clothing and food that they would have 
to buy and the financial ruin of the 
whole country if this McKinley bill 
was passed. But the bill became a 
law and the law has proven that the 
predictions of democracy were false, 
as usual, and the McKinley bill is now 
a successful law which saves millions 
of dollars a year for the people of the 
United States and which bas demon- ;

Secretary Foster's Able Reply to the Dem- 
oeratic Croakers. 

In company with Murat Halstead, 
Secretary Foster recently visited the 
Union League clubin Brooklyn. There, 
with the prominent men of the city, 
Secretary Foster. partook of an elabor- 
ate, though informal, dinner. At a sub- 
sequent reception in the parlors Secre- 
tary Foster spoke in an informal way 
as follows: 

“Our democratic friends have had a 
good deal to say of late about the bil- 
lion dollar congress. His late excel- 
lency, Grover Cleveland, would seem 
to be troubled on this score also. These 
gentlemen forget all the while that 
this is a billion dollar country. [Ap- 
plause.] Congress did make large ap- 
propriations for pensions and for all 
kinds of public service. in no case do 
I think, so far as the appropriations 
are concerned, were they greater than 
the necessity called for. I am _ not de- 
fending the appropriations. Some of 
them I would not defend. But every 
move we make our democratic friends 
seem to think indicates poverty in the 
treasury department. Recently I 
thought it was wise and prudent to pro- 
pose an extension of the 434 per cent. 
bonds. The treasury department is 
abundantly able to pay these bonds 
when they mature. In view of the fact 
that $50,000,000 in gold had been ex- 
ported within a short period of time, I 
deemed it unwise to do anything just 
now to decrease the volume of cur- 
rency in the national banks. It oc- 
curred to me also that if we extended 
these bonds at a satisfactory rate of in- 
terest, not more than 2 per cent., the 
bankers would buy the remainder of 
these bonds and use it as a basis for 
additional currency. My prediction to- 
day is that these bonds may be ex- 
tended and at the rate of 2 per cent. in- 
terest they will bear a premium, a con-
